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school level through the Billerica 
Public School system, which means 
that students entering the high school 
are free to use working knowledge of 
computers to assist them in their 
education 


In the area of English, word process- 
ing programs are employed to help 
students in the formulation of literary 
compositions. Using computers in this 
way, research papers do not have to be 
typed and re-typed several times 
when errors are found. A word proces- 
sor allows the student (or even the 
teacher) to make instant changes on a 
screen before the composition is print- 
ed out, making the creation of these 
compositions much easier. 


In the Math department, computers 
can facilitate the solving of a complex 
problem when programmed correctly 
and allow students to experiment with 
graphics and other interesting appli- 
cations. Similarly, in the area of sci- 
ence, computers can perform calcula- 


tions with little or no error and, 
therefore, have limitless applications. 


Computers also permit art students to 
make thumbnail sketches of what 
these artists wish to create, without 
actually using up art supplies. Again, 
with this the possiblities are endless, 
not to mention the great convenience 
this function provides. 


The business department uses com- 
puters to train students for demand- 
ing careers in business where comput- 
ers are constantly being used. This is a 
mere sampling of the applications of 
computers in Billerica Memorial High 
School. 


Oh, and by the way, that certain pro- 
gramming student finds the error in 
the program which now runs perfectly 
to completion.

PLAY SCHOOL 


The Home Economics Department at Bil- 
lerica Memorial High School offers stu- 
dents the opportunity to care for children 
and gain hands-on experience. This course 
is Child Development, taught by Patricia 
Cody. According to Ms. Cody, ‘““The course 
gives students practical experience in 
working with young children both for pos- 
sible future careers in the child care field 
as well as future parenting.”

During the first week of December, 
Mr. MacDonald’s Child Behavior 
classes worked on a project involving 
something very simple: eggs. The 
project was used to give the students 
a taste of the hard work that goes 
into being a parent.
